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Dentistry 
‘students hit 
iwith $7000 
‘clinic fee

First year Dentistry students 
were recently hit with a $7000 
clinic fee on top of an existing 
$16,645 in education costs. 

Combined over a four-year pro- 
}gram, students can now expect to 
| pay a total of $73 000 for an accu- 
} mulated cost of tuition, clinic fee, a 
| dentistry kit, books and other fees. 

The newly implemented fee is 
necissary, the Administration says, 
because it “is extremely costly to 
provide a dental education with 
full clinic,” said Students’ Union 
President Leslie Church. “And the 
sole reason that medical students 
do not pay a much higher tuition 
is because a significant portion of 
jthe costs of educating medical stu- 


Alberta Health.".. 

Because education cutbacks have 
left the University with less funds 
‘for clinic maintenance, the fee was 
also added to help cover the costs 
of operating the dentistry clinic. 
Although the University tried to save 
money for the clinic by merging Oral 
Health Sciences into the Faculty of 
Medicine, Church admits that this 
process “has not had the effect of 
realizing significant cost savings as 
was intended by the merger.” 

Forth year Dentistry student Kurt 
Young questioned “whether the pro- 
gram is still accessible to every- 
body, or if it's being made into a 
program for the wealthy and elite?” 

Church responded: “We are 
fworking hard to bring student 
finance issues in front of the gov- 
ernment [and] are currently push- 
ing for automatic remission on 
Student loans, increases in the 
monthly living allowances, and the 
abolition of parental contribution 
Tequirements. 

/ "As well, we are continuing to 
push for more up-front grants and 
bursaries so that students don't 
have to graduate with an ‘education 
Mortgage’. Keeping tuition and fees 
las low as possible is the first step 
to reducing the amount of money 
Students have to borrow, either 
through the government or private 
ines of credit, to fund their post- 
econdary education,” she said.

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International students will 
pay 40 per cent more tuition

Starting in 2001, new undergrad 
international students will have to 
dig a lot deeper into their pockets 
for tuition money. 

In a move to attract more for- 
eign students and improve campus 
services available to them, the 
U of A plans to drastically increase 
International Student tuition fees 
from $6656 to $40 000 per year. 

In 1998, the office of the 
University's VP (Academic) pro- 
posed increasing tuition to 
$42 000. The reason behind the 
proposed increase, according to 


University Registrar Brian Silzer, 
was to gather the funds to provide 
better services for international 
students, and to attract more stu- 
dents from abroad. With the pro- 
vincial government unwilling to 
provide extra funding and not want- 
ing to tap into the U of A's basic 
operating budget, a tuition increase 
was deemed necessary. 

However, this proposal was chal- 
lenged by the Students’ Union, 
which felt that it lacked a well- 
defined guideline, did not consult 
any affected groups, and that new 
services for international students 
were not specified. Due to mount- 
ing pressure from the SU, the pro- 
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posal was defeated in the summer 
of 1999. 

The year after, the U of A 
reworked its proposal, creating 
a special international students’ 
tuition task force. 

The task force consulted with 
Key stakeholders on the issue and 
created a clear set of guidelines for 
the tuition increase. The new pro- 
posal will be sent to the Board of 
Governors for approval this fall. 

According to Brian Silzer, the 
new proposal now has the support 
of the General Faculties Council 
and the U of A Administration, and 
should pass without difficulties.

Proposed amendments to the 
Edmonton Transit System Advisory 
Board (ETSAB) may eliminate the 
student voice on the decision-mak- 
ing body. 

The amendment to the mem- 
bership bylaw proposes cutbacks 
to the number of stakeholder 
positions, possibly including the 
Edmonton Student Association 
(ESA) seat. 

The ESA represents over 85 000 
students from the U of A, Grant 
MacEwan, and NAIT. It meets on 
an ad-hoc basis to discuss munic- 
ipal issues that affect post-sec- 
ondary students. For the past few 
years, the ESA seat on ETSAB 
has gone to the U of A Students’ 
Union, and is currently held by 
Blair Miller. 

Miller is one of 12 voting mem- 
bers on ETSAB, who make transit 
recommendations to the Transit 
and Public Works (TPW) board, 
who in turn make recommenda- 
tions to City Council: 

ETSAB’s membership consists of 
six citizens at large and six stake- 
holders from lobby groups, includ- 
ing the ESA. 

The bylaws allow 16 board mem- 
bers, but there are currently only 
42. "We never get enough people,” 
said Chair Jane Standing. “Because 
of this, the board members take on 
more responsibility.” 

Under the current bylaws, the 
ESA is allotted one seat, along with 
the Public and Separate School 
System, the seniors’ group One 
Voice, and the DATS Advisory 
Group. 

However, this representation is 
threatened by proposed amend- 
ments to the membership section, 


tion criteria to “take into consid- 
eration but not be limited by ... 
full-time students (eg. Edmonton 
Student Alliance).” Agard claims 
that, with that wording “nobody is 
guaranteed a seat anymore.” 

The phrase “but not be limited 
by," Agard said, has “the potential 
implication of eliminating a stu- 
dent seat on the board and as such 
will eliminate the student voice.” 

“The Deputy-Chair and the Chair 


(of ETSAB) have assured me that 


students will always have a seat, 
but that’s not written into the 
bylaw," said Agard. “We interpret 
this as students not being given 
the consideration they deserve. 
Students represent a huge rider- 
ship for the ETS, specifically 17.6 
per cent. We should have a venue to 
voice concerns and affect policy.” 

One of the reasons for the pro- 
posed amendment is the less- 
than-perfect attendance record of 
stakeholder appointees. 

"A lot of people weren't coming 
to meetings, or were coming but 
weren't taking the information back 
with them,” said Standing. "When 
you don’t show up to a meeting, 
you don’t get a chance to give any 
input.” 

Although ESA rep Miller admit- 
ted that in the past, attendance 
has been “sub-par,” he also claims 
that, “It started getting better when 
Naomi and [ took over.” 

Another reason for the neces- 
sity of the amendments, according 
to Standing, is that some of the 
stakeholders are using ETSAB as 
a “soapbox.” “At every meeting, 
there’s always someone who goes 
off a bit and says whatever. They 
don’t represent well, they just talk

Naomi Agard. The amendment 
reduces the board membership 
from 46 to nine, and amends selec- 


about their own issues.” 

However, Agard doesn't consider 
that - a legitimate concern. 
"Changing membership won't fix 
the problem—it has to be the chair 
and the co-chair." 

The amendment was supposed 
to be voted on at the last ETSAB 
meeting, but Miller introduced his 
own amendment. 

The proposed amendment gives 
priority to nominations submitted 
by the current stakeholder groups, 
including the ESA. However, the 
amendment gives one concession 
between the old bylaw and the new 
amendment: “In the event that the 
Office of the City Clerk finds that 
a nomination does not meet the 
selection criteria for the Board, 
they may require a stakeholder 
group to submit an alternate nom- 
ination to the Board." This gives 
the board the right to punish lazy 
members. 

"{Agard]'s got a lot of valid 


points,” said Standing. “She put in | 


a lot of time and effort. It was a 
lot to look at at that time, and we 
didn't expect that.” — 

The bylaw was discussed, and 
the Board voted in favour of send- 
ing the amendment to the Board 
Process Committee (BPC). “If the 
BPC doesn't like these changes, 
it doesn’t come back to ETSAB,” 
says Agard. "And most members 
on the BPC are citizens at large, 
the people on ETSAB who opposed 
our amendment.” 

"There's an inherent problem in 
the bureaucracy of the board if 
it has to go through this," said 
Agard. 

“We don’t want to alienate any- 
body, especially the students,” said 
Standing. “If all this did was get 
everybody's attention, and we got 
them to take interest, that’s worth 
a

Under the new plan, set to take 
effect in the 2004-2002 school year, 
most of the increased tuition will 
be spent on facilities and services 
for international students. 

Full-time international student 
advisors will be hired and a spe- 
cial residence for international stu- 
dents will be created. 

Six per cent of the profits will be 
spent on scholarships and bursa- 
ries for international students. 

The U of A will also spend the 
increased tuition on advertising 
to attract more international stu- 
dents, hoping to double their num- 
bers from 500 right now to a target 
of 1000 in 2001. 

However, not all international 
students will be affected. 
According to Silzer, those interna- 
tional students currently enrolled 
in the U of A and students new 
this year will continue to pay the 
current fee under a grandfather 
clause. 

The administration claims that 
the U of A has among the lowest 
international student tuition rates 
in the Western world. International 
tuition at universities in the 
remainder of Canada, the US, 
Europe and Australia frequently 
falls in the range of $8000 to $20 
000 per year. 

Silzer expects that the number 
of international students will 
decrease initially due to increased 
tuition, but will later rise as aresult 
of the new services provided. 

Reaction. to the tuition increase 
has been mixed. SU VP (Academic) 
Chris Samuel is very positive about 
the increase: "This is not a blind 
increase where the University gives 
nothing,” he said. "The University 
is giving a lot.” 

Others, such as Rajesh Vij of 
the India Students’ Association, an 
international students’ group on_ 
campus, are more skeptical. 

"{The tuition increase] would be | 
kind of bartering for education 
since only rich people who have 
access to huge money reserves and 
would be able to afford it, but an 
average student could never think 
about it despite the fact that he has| 
talent and skills,” he said.

SUB vendors question SU’s consideration of debit-style system

ONEcards may eventually be 
used as debit cards in SUB, accord- 
ing to the Students’ Union. 

The new feature would offer uni- 
form ONEcard purchasing ability 
throughout SUB, including RATT. 

SUB vendors will be outfitted 
with transaction machines, allow- 
ing students to make purchases on 
their ONEcards the same way they 
pay for photocopying. 

According to Students’ Union VP 
(Academic) Chris Samuel, “Initially 
the ONEcard was going to be used 
for a variety of purposes, includ- 
ing access to buildings, used as 
a food card, [and] used as a tele- 
phone card, and in the end none of 
these things were delivered." 

However, an overwhelming oppo- 
sition from SUB food court vendors 
has temporarily shelved plans. 

“Our big concern is about the fre- 
quent purchase of small amounts," 
said Steve Clark, manager of uni- 
versity operations for Java Jive. 

Samuel insisted that a ONEcard 


machine would actually elevate sales 
due to the fact that a lot of students 
would carry more money on their 
cards than in cash or loose change. 
“The project is one where no 
one disagrees with the idea,” said 
Samuel, “but the semantics of it 
all brings up questions and con- 
cerns from everyone involved. If 
we can have statistics and data 
to prove that the transaction time 
will be short and that sales would 
increase, then we'll pursue the proj- 
ect with more aggressiveness.” 
Samuel hopes to obtain such data 
from the sales records of the Print 
Centre in the basement of SUB. 
The copy shop is currently the 
only business in SUB that offers 
ONEcard debit services. Samuel 
said, "If the records show an 
increase in sales, we'll say to the 
vendors, ‘Here's’ what the books 
show—now do you want to do it?’” 
If push comes to shove, Samuel 
acknowledges that the vendors’ 
lease expires in approximately 
three years, although an option of 
forcing the ONEcard machines into 
the food court likely won't be nec- 
essary. “We don't want to press

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something that they don’t buy into,” 
said Samuel. “It has to be a co- 
operative effort.” 

"This (debit ONEcard plan) is a 
component that is good to students 
in many areas,” said Clarke. "We 
agree with it in principle, but we 
wouldn't be overly in favour of it.” 

The ONEcard debit machines 
would use a network cable instead 
of the telephone line used by Interac 
machines, explained Samuel. This 
could potentially make the system 
faster than a regular debit card. 

However, many SUB merchants 
remain unconvinced of the tech- 
nology’s guarantee. “We're con- 
cerned on the technical aspect and 
the time it takes to interact,” said 
Clark. “If you get one person snag- 
ging up your line, and other people 
look for someplace else to go.” 

Currently, the ONEcard is most 
widely used in computer labs for 
printing and in libraries for photo- 
copying; however, Coke and snack 
machines will also be ONEcard 
compatible within a few weeks. 
Two vending machines in the 
basement of Cameron Library are 
already operational.

Church pointed out that while these fees 
may still seem unfair to the majority of 
first-year Dentistry students, the University 
has a comparable basic tuition cost to 
many Canadian post-secondary schools. 
The University of Toronto charges $12 000, 
The University of Western. Ontario charges 
$20 000, and the University of Saskatchewan 
charges $30 000. 

Similar increases in tuition costs for 
other faculties are not foreseeable in the 
near future, according to Church, as pro- 
gram costs could not justify such dramatic 
increases as those seen for dentistry stu- 
dents.

Let's promote accountability in the Students’ Union

What's a Students' Council 
meeting worth if no one is critical? 
Whenever it comes to voting on 
a motion, there's little input from 
most councillors. Surely, we can 
have more diverse political 
representation so that we have 
more debate in council. 

Yes, many of the issues are 
hashed out prior to council 
meetings, but most conversation is 
dominated by the executives and a 
handful of veteran councillors. And 
it doesn't help that most councillors 
seem to be of the same ideological 
slant and tend to agree with each 
other. 

Part of the problem is the 
anonymous way in which the 
Students’ Council votes on a 
motion. Councillors simply flip a 
switch and an overall tally is 
counted, but you don’t know who 
voted for what. Although it's 
possible to do a roll call—where 
councillors are asked to raise their 
hand and say their vote—it's rarely 


used. 

We should change to a completely 
open system of voting similar to 
the ones that other student 
associations across Canada use. 

With open voting, councillors are 
forced to make more of a stand on 
an issue and develop their values. 
Without it, councillors never have 
to seriously question their own 
actions and can afford to waffle on 
any controversial issue. 

It's not unlike graffiti in the 
bathroom: people will commit to 
thoughts that they would never 
have the nerve to take a stand on in 
public. It would be a shame to think 
that a councillor would not make 
a serious statement all year in 
Council. A councillor unconcerned 
by a major issue—say, the SU's 
political policy on _ tuition 
increases—could quite easily vote 
against his constituents' wishes 
without anybody being the wiser. 

Promoting accountability could 
polarize councillors into something 
vaguely resembling — political 
groups. Maybe then would we have 
something to get excited about with 
Students' Union politics.

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Lame football game leaves Bears at 0-1

There was no easing into the reg- 
ular season for the Golden Bears 
football team as they went head- 
to-head against the Conference 
champion Saskatchewan Huskies 
last Saturday afternoon at Varsity 
Field. 

The Huskies, known as the “team 
of the decade” in CIAU football, 
have survived several team over- 
hauls in personnel and have won 
six Canada West titles over the 
past ten years. 

The Bears have had the same 
experience—minus the Canada 
West titles. 

A young team two years ago, 
Alberta hoped to develop into the 
kind of force Saskatchewan has 
become. But there have been many 
roadblocks along the way. Slotback 
Hardeep Bamara fell victim to a 
shoulder injury on the first day 
of camp; Mark Wojcichowsky suf- 
fered a knee injury in an exhibition 
match with UBC; Jamie Stoddard, 
a go-to man for star quarterback 
Blair Zahara, has since graduated; 
the loss of Wojcichowsky and David 
Hoy effectively limited the team’s 
kicking game. Jason Lafferty is out 
with disc complications. That's 
just to name a few of the problems 
plaguing the team early this 
season. Without healthy person- 
nel, the best-laid plans of mice and 
men are as nothing.

But it wouldn't have taken much 
of a feat to overrun this 
Saskatchewan team, which was in 
far from full form last weekend.

Saskatchewan, on the other hand, 
used their visible size advantage 
and ran the ball much more effec- 
tively, giving them better field posi- 
tion and helping them maintain 
possession. 

“We really didn’t establish a run- 
ning game, which is crucial in any 
game,” said veteran star centre 
Carlo Panaro. 

Panaro, however, contends size 
as a factor in the unsatisfactory 
performance of the Bears on the 
ground.

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Coaches’ corner

We caught up with some of your 
varsity coaches for a little preview 
of what they expect out of this 
year’s teams. 

Trix Baker is in her tenth year 
of coaching for the Pandas bas- 
Ketball team. Last year, her team 
placed third in the country. 

Don Horwood is in his 47th 
season as head coach of the Golden 
Bears basketball team. He was the 
basketball colour commentator for 
CBC Television during the summer 
Olympics in Atlanta. 

Tracy David begins her 16th 
season of coaching the Pandas 
soccer team. Her squad has won 
three of the last four Canada West 
Championships. 


What are the expectations of your 
teams this year? 


Horwood: "We'll have a very 
good team again this year. We'll 
certainly be in the thick of the battle 
both nationally and in Canada 
West.” 


Baker: “Our expectations are 
always to win a national champi- 
onship. If we didn’t have that goal, 
then we are really working towards 
nothing...I'm excited about work- 
ing with such a new and exciting 
mixture of experienced players 
with high expectations and a very 
talented and motivated group of 
rookies.” 


What are the effects of the loss of 
some of your players? 


Horwood: “While the loss of

Horwood: "[Clayton Pottinger] 
will add leadership and skill ...if 
he can survive the season with his 
knee problems.” 

Pottinger was the captain of the 
Bears’ first Championship team in 
1994 and has one remaining year 
of eligibility. He has returned to the 
U of A for a Master's degree. 

Mike Melnychuk was an MVP 
prospect in the province last year 
at the high school level and wants 
his success to continue at the col- 
lege level. 

“I expect that he will be able to 
make a valuable contribution.”

Other recruits include Paul Marr 
from Nanaimo, B.C. and Kevin 
Peterson from Grant MacEwan. 


Baker: "[Lindsay Walsh] is one 
of the toughest and most intense 
players I have seen in a long time.” 

Walsh is a point guard from Nova 
Scotia. 

April Kanderka from Airdrie, 
Alberta, has two gold medals and 
a bronze between Juvenile and 
Junior level of play. Lindsay Hurd, 
who plays post, is transferring 
from GMCC. 


David: Lindsey Nelson from 
Edmonton, Andrea Aitkenhead 
from Sherwood Park, and Tracy 
Beechey from Spruce Grove are all 
promising recruits. 


Which players do you expect to 
step up to leadership roles on the 
team with the recent loss of players? 


Horwood: “We havea large group 
of returning players who are all 
capable leaders in their own way.” 

They include All-Canadian Nick 
Maglisceau, Pat Crevolin, Reuben 
Hall, Alex Michalas, and Scott 
Plesuk up front. In the back court, 
watch for veterans Chris Horwood, 
Max Durrah, Stephen Parker, Ryan

Gusts of howling wind thrash against our van as we slip north unnoticed 
in a crisp August night. Though I cannot see it, I feel instinctively aware of 


being surrounded by water. A brief consultation with our roadmap confirms 
it; the waves on our left pummel the shoreline of Lake Huron, and the dark 
void to the east, is Georgian Bay. These two bodies of emerald-blue water 
converge at Tobermory, Ontario, where land ends and where we board our 


ferry the next morning. 


| driving on a premonition-a whim or an intuition of the hand fate will deal to me. 

I WM) rough I have not confirmed my acceptance to the University of Alberta, I can't see 
any other reason why my girlfriend and I shouldn't flee the urban hub of Canada for cleaner air and 
greener pastures of the wild west. Following two years of working and travelling in Asia, I have 
been uncertain since my return about the relations between my homeland and I. 

After a couple of months back home in Toronto, I have discovered a land of immigrants, a meeting 
place for all to take refuge. It is a cultural showcase of exotic foods and foreign tongues where 
one can act as his true self without inhibitions. This is my impression of Canada thus far. The 
neatly trimmed lawns of suburbia, high-density housing, trendy pubs and restaurants with well- 
fed teen panhandlers loitering at entranceways, a sixteen-lane highway that clogs twice daily for 
three hours, lakefront cottages with boaters lazily waving to dockside vacationers. But now on the 
road, I realize this is a mere fraction of our diversity found only in the populous south. 

What is unveiled to me as I sit behind the wheel today is a land where cows graze opposite 
rolling hills of soy bean plants, where wooden church steeples tower over the faded brick of 
heritage houses, where denizens of small towns wave hello without knowing you. I have not yet 
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gone through small town acclimatization, and in the back of my 
mind, I am suspicious that these greeters want something from 
us. 

I see a land under siege, undergoing colonization by The 
Republic of Wal-Mart, The Kingdom of Staples, and assorted 
multinational big box retailers that have sprawled from our 
urban centres to the fringes of our countryside. I lament that in 
the years to come we will struggle to understand why we sold 
our cultural souls in the name of development. When I hear the 
echoing laughter in a roadhouse tavern named, The Roadhouse 
Tavern, I feel I have arrived in the heartland of this nation. 

At the sight of the Great Lakes’ shores, I feel waves of pride 
well up within me. Superior lives up to its name with ocean-like 
horizons and crystal-clear waters. As the populations dwindle 
from the thousands into the hundreds, we have only the enormity 
of the Canadian Shield to keep us company. Enormous crops 
of rock jut out of the ground fissure-riddled. All shades of 
grey and red are visible in these sharp crags. Tonight, we are 
camped somewhere in the midst 
of Crown Land, which comprises 
more than 80 percent of Ontario. 
The only crowds we deal with are 
the hordes of mosquitoes rising

companions of our presence. 

The Courage Highway takes. us 
the last hundred kilometres to the 
Terry Fox monument overlooking 
Thunder Bay. Ithwas somewhere 
near “this site. that cancer 
recurrence forced Fox to give up 
his dream. I get Goosebumps thinking that he is undoubtedly 
the greatest Canadian of our time. 

In Dryden, a man named Paul introduces himself as a fire 
jumper and announces that he fights fire with fire. "The crew 
bulldozes a clearing several kilometres from the larger blaze, 
taking extra caution to ensure that this path is completely devoid 
of any vegetation,” he explains. "Then we light smaller fires 
which move towards the main one. With no fuel left to burn, the 
element consumes itself.” I am fascinated by his loyalty towards 
our forests. 


We've seen three other vehicles in the past hour. Highway | 


44 doesn't look or feel as if it has been repaired since it was 
‘first paved. Rocky Ontario has smoothed into a level Manitoban 
landscape ‘of wetland marshes with tall._grasses surrounded by 
birch forests. Boxcars roll alongside us, occasionally slipping 
behind a sheath of vegetation” Sunbeams spotlight streaks of 
rain miles ahead, under the expanse of sky. In this isolation, I 
feel completely anonymous. 

Suddenly, we emerge from Whiteshell Provincial Park into 
a barren and dry landscape. This is where the Great Plains 
begin, at the 96th meridian. A shirtless skateboarder with sun- 
bleached locks gives us the sign of Satan and yells out, “Right 
on!" as we pass through an intersection of farmhouses that he 
calls home. I can’t understand why he or anyone would say 
anything at all without knowing us first. 

We've listened to every cassette with us ad nauseam so we flip 
on some local radio. A Winnipeg rock DJ describes a “redneck 
dream-date contest.” I know I'm in a different land when locals 
refer to themselves as rednecks. She announces that The Red 
Hot Chili Peppers and The Tragically Hip are up next. "Great!" 


I've never been 
from the nearby lake:- My’ sleep igs anywhere wher e I can 


we explain to one another. “But first,” she adds, “Pink Floyd and 
Van Halen!" The latest monster truck jam is promoted as I spot 
the first grain elevator growing from a speck on the horizon. I 
begin banging my head and singing along with David Lee Roth to 
"Hot for Teacher.” Dave, why did they ever let you go? 

In the prairies, one can actually see the weather before it 
arrives. As we pass through sporadic pockets of rain, a vibrant 
rainbow emerges over dark clouds. Later, I stare as the sunset 
colours linger for an eternity from where we are camped next to 
a cattle field. As if on cue, a pack of coyotes begin howling at the 
half-moon clinging to the horizon. 

As the morning sun stirs us out of our tent, we figure that we're 
somewhere considerably north in Manitoba. At the next town, 
we realize in the grand scheme of things, this is merely the tip of 
the iceberg. Canadian provinces are the size of Western Europe. 
Our lakes are so vast that entire nations would vanish in the 
depths of their frigid waters. This is my home and native land. 

I've never been anywhere where I can drive for this long 
' and not see another soul on the 
road. We agree that Deliverance was 
filmed here. Amidst endless forests 
are immense tracts of charred trees 
waiting like silent totems for the next 
fire. We're listening to Neil Young on 
our stereo. It's a song with lyrical 
metaphors of nature and old friends 
left behind. 

A signboard near St Martin 
(Population: Martin) tells us we have 
arrived at the fifty-third parallel. We 
spend the late afternoon wandering 
through Flin Flon, or as it’s known 
by locals, “The Rocks.” By nightfall 
we are camped near the Saskatchewan border with an entire 
lake to ourselves, a dream to weekend cottagers. 

The rugged hills of northern Saskatchewan are an undeveloped 
frontier. I had no idea it would be this desolate. We roll through 
a geographical transition as we approach Prince Albert. Birch 
forests are replaced with fields of wheat that come alive as the 
sun penetrates through pockets of floating clouds. Blue spruce 
is taken over by hay fields. The undulating eskers shrink as 
we drive into unrestrained headwinds. I swear I can see the 
curvature of the earth just by looking at these skies. 

On every previous road trip, I had driven until I could drive 
no more. | had arrived at the physical end of the continent in 
Vancouver. I had left the worn out old world behind me, looking 
for a Pacific utopia. But as I sit here in Alberta, less than two 
hours from Edmonton, it feels utterly different. The road signs 
tell us that we'll be arriving in a city; an urban oasis set in 
middle of this beautiful countryside. Yet we haven't passed 
through one major settlement since we left the Big Smoke. 

Hawks glide silently on the gusting headwinds of the heavens, 
careening downward on unsuspecting field mice. Swarthy men 
wearingrolléd-up plaid shifts drive tractors through seas of tall 
grasses: Pick-up trucks date back to the seventies but look as 
new as the day they rolled off the assembly line. 

My ancestors arrived here generations ago to inhabit this 
frontier land, making their way across the American Midwest 
before finally settling north of the border. Thirty kilometres from 
where my journey ends, I can see a much different skyline than 
they did. I wonder to myself how this country will appear in 
another hundred years.

While the portfolio of the Vice-President Operations and Finance is very diverse, the most 
important activity is the preparation and passage of the annual Students’ Union budget. The 
emphasis placed on this activity is not surprising, since this year our budget is forecasted to 
exceed $9 million in revenues for the first time. 


The budget can be divided into two major categories; Operating and Capital, and Reserve 
Funds. Of the Reserve Funds $1.5 million consists of dedicated referendum fees which 
make up 17% of the overall budget. These fees are specific levies that have been approved in 
campus-wide student referendums, the earliest of which took place in 1988 and the latest 
which was passed in 1998. Of the membership fees that each student pays to the Students’ 
Union, 54% is made up of these referendum fees. 


Our Operating and Capital budget of $7.4 million is the second major category. This 
portion of the budget covers all the activities of the SU including businesses, services and 
administration. Knowing that students are hard pressed for funds, the SU has worked to 
raise monies through means other than SU membership fees. As a result of this the 
remaining 46% of your SU fees, which the SU spends at the discretion of Students' Council, 
makes up only $1.3 million or 14% of the total budget. The remaining $6.1 million is raised 
primarily by our businesses. Compared with other student associations across the nation, we 
are one of the least reliant on membership fees from which to derive our revenues.

Two new projects I will be working on 
are a complete revamping of the SU computer department and assisting the President with 
information gathering for the tuition debate.

neglected to attend Orientation in my first year. 

I had been hanging around campus since the 
early days of grade seven, so I reckoned that I had 
a pretty good idea of where everything was. I was 
right. 

In the course of three years of working for the 
Gateway and two different departments of the 
administration, I've gained a more detailed under- 
standing of the University’s operations than most 
professors will ever have. 

All of that knowledge has done me well. I've 
quoted chapter and 
verse from the Uni- 
versity's own policy 
manual to transform 
a grade of six into 
a nine. I think that 
standing in line for 
textbooks is so 1997. And I know at least five safe- 
so-far places to have sex on campus. 

But my methods of learning about the University 
aren't accessible,to most students, so I decided to 
tag along for Orientation witha group of Arts stu- 
dents to see how it’s normally done. I joined Team 
20, led by Jill Tackaberry and Janine Wagner, and 
raced off into the land of things I already knew. 

The point of my inquest wasn’t to pick up things 
that I missed three years ago, though—it was 
to see whether the information that the Orienta- 
tion Leaders disseminate is actually useful. And 
I wasn't the only person interested in testing the 
system; twenty minutes into the first day, I ran into 
- Gregory Harlow, the Students’ Union Vice-Presi- 
dent (Operations and Finance), posing as a bright- 
eyed young frosh assigned to another team down 
the hall. i 

I found that Orientation doesn’t do a bad job, but 
it still can't touch the process of figuring out every- 
thing for yourself. It's a good place to start, and it 
did tell me more than I knew on my first day of uni- 
versity. The do-it-yourself version builds cynicism 
more than spirit. If we all went through the way 
that I did, then, well, there would be many more 
protests. Orientation indulges heavily in brain: 
washing first-years with school pride, but that’s 
likely more healthy than learning the pathetic real- 
ities of how the University functions (more on that 
throughout the year). 

I assumed, in my first year, that Orientation was 
little more than an enormous campus tour. That

didn't seem appealing at the time, but now I know 
that two hours allotted aren't nearly enough for 
a proper tour. If I had seen the Industrial Design 
studios before my third year, I might have consid- 
ered switching programs. Everyone ought to see 
the VizRoom in the General Services Building, the 
kilometers of maintenance tunnels under the Uni- 
versity, the bullet holes in SUB, the inside of the 
Telus Centre, the observatory on the top floor 
of the Physics Building, and the glassblowing 
shop in CAB. There’s a museum or, art gallery in 
nearly every major building, and over 
two dozen libraries on campus. There's 
a Photo Services department that will 
develop film for cheap. And a veterinar- 
ian. And at least two daycares. And the 
Faculty Club. And secret sculptures in 
Dewey's. And a lawn for croquet and 
a nuclear reactor and a variety of chaplains and 
greenhouses and a tropical atrium and enormous 
diesel generators and million-dollar computers 
and thousand-dollar chairs and one-dollar chicken 
turnovers. You can't come close to covering that in 
two hours, especially when you need to fit in time 
for the important but dull places like the Admin 
Building. Everyone would benefit from seeing those 
things, yet few will ever take the time. That's what 
Orientation should cover. 

Academic regulations and policy are . 
the most consequential aspects of uni- 
versity life—academics being the pre- 
dominant reason for seeking out post-

for yourself rather than needing someone else to 
interpret them. 

A proper history lesson would also be in order. 
While no one needs to know that, for example, 
Edmonton secured the honour of the province's 
first university by building it in the town of Strath- 
cona (because it wouldn't be fair to give the uni- 
versity and the provincial government to the same 
city while giving Calgary nothing), that sort of 
knowledge may actually excite people about uni- 
versity. The cheers and dexterity checks will only 
be amusing for a week or so. 

I'd also like to ask for more knowledgeable 
Orientation Leaders. Jill and Janice were pretty 
good (although the PowerPlant is not subsidized 
by tuition, thank you very much), but I overheard 
some pretty interesting disinfomation from other 
OLs. To correct their errors, I would like to note 
that you don't need to go to the third floor of the 
Admin Building to pay tuition (the drop boxes 
on the first floor work just fine), the Gateway is 
not produced exclusively by and for Arts students 
(my predecessor was a Botany major, and our big-

There are some people who just 
aren't sure as to whether university 
is really their thing, but for Edwin 
there’s never been a question or 
where his passion lies. While he 
briefly contemplated pursing the 
life of an academic when he was 
younger, the former singer of I 
Mother Earth has been fortunate 
enough to build a reputation as an 
extremely talented solo musician. 

"I really wouldn't know what 
degree to go for in university 
and devote all that time for when 
I'm already doing what I want to 
do,” admits Edwin. “I did want to 
be a doctor when I was a little 
kid though, because my brother 
wanted to be a doctor so I thought 
that I should be one too. I went and 
started visiting people when they 
were sick and I realized that I just 
couldn't be a doctor; [there was] too 
nigh sty and I can't stand the 
smell of hospitals. I always wanted 
to be a singer - I never knew I 
would be, but thank god it turned 
out.” 

Through the support of Canadian 
stations MuchMusic and 
MuchMoreMusic, Edwin's videos 
have been the perfect tool for show- 
casing his debut solo efforts. His 
last single Alive went to #4 on 
the charts and recently helped 
him garner 6 nominations for the 
2000 MuchMusic Video Awards, 
including Best Video and Favourite 
Canadian Artist. While the video 
features Edwin involved in a pleth- 
ora of extreme sports, with most of 
the stunts performed by the artist 
himself, it differs greatly from his 
latest release entitled Rush. 

"I really try to make videos that 
aren't cliche or typical. I try not to 


tell any particular story, just basi- 
cally leave it open for interpretation 
and not necessarily dictate what 
the song is saying...whether it's me 
water skiing, flying through the 
air at 120 miles/hr, or [being sur- 
rounded by] beautiful jungle vixens. 
[Rush] was shot where they shoot 
the show called Amazon, with this 
$2 million jungle built into it - some 
is real, some is fake, but you start 
to feel you're in the jungle.” 

While Another Spin Around the 
Sun continues to spawn off hit 
singles to both radio and video 
stations, Edwin is currently work- 
ing on the pre-production work of 
his sophomore album. The process 
includes the preparation of 20-25 
songs, ten of which have been writ- 
ten by the soloist during his 
existing tour, for release in the 
Spring. He admits the tracks that 
don't make the final cut of the 
album will probably be released 
as b-sides or material for future 
movie soundtracks. 

“Knowing me, [the upcoming 
album] will probably be a mixture 
of things. I really like versatility 
and | don’t like albums that are 
the same songs twelve times over. 
I basically like to dabble in this, 
dabble in that, and hopefully in the 
end it all makes a complete pic- 
ture.” 

Despite the tremendous success 
from the diversity that was 
included in his debut album, there’s 
always a chance that a follow-up 
disc might not have the same fan 
support as the first. However, this 
potential failure doesn’t have any 
effect on the singer as he’s savored 
every accomplishment he’s earned 
thus far. 

“Well, I don't know how original 
this is, but I do know that if you 
follow your heart you can never go 
wrong. No matter how bad things 
get, no matter how dark the tunnel 
is, there's always going to be a 
better day - it’s always going to 
get better. Eventually, you will be 
thankful for those trying, challeng- 
ing times in your life once you 
come out the other end.”

They said there could only be one. 
hen came Highlander II. Then III. 
‘Then the television show. And that 
treaky Highlander: The Animated 
Series that appears on Teletoon 
absolutely every time insomnia 
strikes. Quite a collection, espe- 


cially if you take the time to real- 
ize that the franchise is based on 
one of the most ridiculous prem- 
ises ever presented on film. 
Nevertheless, if you aren't look- 
ing for subtle nuances of plot and 
character, this film is a viable 
excuse to eat loads of topping-laden 
popcorn. In this Sean Connery- 
less installment, both Connor and 
Duncan McLeod of the Clan 
McLeod are in on the big screen 
action. As Connor, Christopher 
Lambert looks disconcertingly hag- 
gard for an immortal. His perfor- 
mance reminds us just why this is 
his first non-direct-to-video effort 
since Mortal Kombat. As Duncan, 
from the TV show, Adrian Paul 
fares the better of the two, due 


mostly to the fact that he has an 
emotional range not permanently 
set on morose. Paul's fight scenes 
have some oomph too, and his stunt 
double is not remotely as obvious 
as Lambert's. An added bonus for 
those who might be interested, his 
buttocks are placed on cinematic 
display, if that sight is worth $8.50 
to you. 

In having the two heroes join 
forces, the movie faces the unen- 
viable task of pleasing both fans 
of the films and those of the TV 
series. For the most part, the dark 
tone of the first film's explorations 
of the consequences of immortal- 
ity is mixed reasonably well with 
the adventurous spirit of the show. 

The plot device revolves around 


an enemy inexorably linked to the 
McLeods. Which might make for 
an interesting story, were it not 
the basis for essentially every epi- 
sode of the television series. A few 
smaller twists that are introduced, 
but sadly not explored, would prob- 
ably have not only made for better 
films, but also have placed a more 
interesting spin on this outing. The 
problem is that in the long run 
the screenwriter and director were 
clearly bigger fans of the small 
screen adventures, and it shows in 
the conclusion that looks like some- 
one was rushing to wrap up all the 
loose ends in a forty-minute episode. 
If anything, this film could have 
used some lengthening, because 
at a paltry 90 minutes, it is horri-

bly underdeveloped. Like the show, 
there are none of the flashy special 
effects that characterized some of 
the other films (particularly number 
two). All that really differentiates 
it from an episode of the show are 
some of the darker plot elements 
and the anted-up fight scenes with 
Hong Kong martial artist Donnie 
Yen (from Iron Monkey). 

A final warning: much like a Star 
Trek movie, Highlander: Endgame 
is rife with references to the rest 
of the canon, and characters pop 
in without introduction, something 
the uninitiated will find madden- 
ing.

It isn't common for a movie's 
remastered director’s cut to be 
released in theatre, instead of 
being thrown on a DVD. But then 
again, Blood Simple is arare movie. 
Encouraged by the success of Sam 
Raimi's Evil Dead (a film which Joel 
Coen had worked on), the brothers 
decided to make their mark in 
film with an independent produc- 
tion. The resulting film was a 
critical success and spurred on 
film careers(like Raimi) that have 


lasted almost 15 years. 

The film is: in the’ ‘tradition of 
film noir, and includes. betrayal, 
murder, and dark characters with 
Texas twangs. The film follows 
Abby (Frances: McDormand), her 
lover Ray (John Getz); and Julian 
Marty (Dan Hedaya), Abby's hus- 
band and Ray's boss. Thanks to 
the efforts of a private detective (M. 
Emmet Walsh), 

Jullian discovers his wife's infi- 
delity, and proceeds to hire the 
same detective to kill Abby and Ray. 
It is from this twisted mess of sin 
that each character is dragged to 
their destruction through misinter- 
pretations, deception and stupid- 
ity. Each dark deed begets another, 
and cosmic justice is played out on 
the silver screen, as each charac- 
ter is dragged down by their own 
actions. Even the title implies a 
inevitability of self-destruction for 
the characters’ actions. 

Blood Simple is a slang term

There are some wonderful per- 
formances in this movie. Where 
tension and mood have to be com- 
municated without heavy dialogue. 
This careful and subtle dialogue 
helps the viewer empathise with 
the characters as they try to com- 
municate, and avoids overt dra- 
matics in favour of adding to the 
film's already rural stylisation. 

M Emmet Walsh is superb as the 
greedy and twisted detective and 
Dan Hedaya makes Julian Marty's 
anger quiet and seething, allowing 
the viewer to believe he would hire 
someone to kill his wife. The scenes 
between these two are great, as 
both actors play off an underlying 
tension. John Getz and Frances 


Ray's character). Unfortunately, no 
more can be said about the film: ~ 
without giving away the twisted - 
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McDormand also give great per- 
formances, handling the silence as 
well as they handle the dialogue. 
The film is very Coen, and is simi- 
lar the rest of their oevre with the 
immersion in non-urban culture. 
One can see the beginnings of the 
Coen humour and quirky characters 
in this film, though it seems toned 
down when compared to many 
of their later movies. Barry 
Sonnenfeld (who has gone on to 
a successful directing career) did 
some excellent work on the film as 


Cinematographer, working with Joel 
Coen to fill in the dialogue visually. 

The re-mastered version does 
not include additional scenes that 
dramatically alter the film. Instead, 
it chops some extraneous dialogue 
and includes some new soundtrack. 
More importantly, it cuts down on 
the playtime by “cutting out the 
boring parts”. This keeps the film 
as well paced as any other Coen 
film and makes sure the audience 
is kept on edge until the amazing 
ending.

Jasper Cinema has re-opened 
as a retro theatre. This month, in 
honor of going back to school, they 
will be presenting a selection of 
classic teen slacker flics. First up 
is PCU. 

About six years ago, Adam Leff 
and Zak Penn decided to write a 
screenplay about their own expe- 
riences at Wesleyan University in 
Middleton, Connecticut. The result 
is PCU (Port Chester University), 
a satire of the out-of control polit- 
ical correctness that sometimes 
runs amok on an average North 
American campus. 


The story surrounds a pseudo- 
fraternity ofnon-conformists called 
"The Pit" (based on a group called 
“Eclectic” at Wesleyan) who are 
led by a man named Droz (Jeremy 
Piven). Unfortunately, Pit mem- 
bers are decidedly anti-activist and 
anti-PC, which causes a bit of a 
problem on a campus where polit- 
ical rallies are held every week. 
Rather than passively ignoring 
the rampant activism surrounding 
them, Droz et al. partake in such 
activities as putting speed bumps 
on handicap ramps, passing out 
cigarettes for a smoke-a-thon on 
Earth Day, and throwing buckets 
of raw meat onto a vegetarian pro- 
test. After pissing off everyone on 
campus, the Pit inevitably receives 
its damage bill and, and with a 
little help from the Godfather of 
Funk, George Clinton, they decide 
to throw a party to raise the cash. 
Obviously, the plot of PCU. is not the 
most original (see: Animal House), 


but the characters in this film more 


than make up for it. 

Droz, who has been a student 
at PCU for eight years, is the 
University’s main dispenser of free 
term papers and_ college-life 
wisdom.

The beauty of it does 
not lie in its lush costumes and 
vivid images as in Greenaway’s 
earlier films, Prospero’s Books and 
The Pillow Book, but in the dialogue 
and the trials of the men dealing 
with the 8 4/2 women. 

At every turn, Philip and Storey 
are bonding in such a way that 
seems out of place for any father 
and son. They talk about sex, love, 
and their genitalia, which culmi- 
nates in them looking at each oth- 
er’s naked bodies in front of a 
mirror and then sleeping together. 
It seems almost a battle of gen- 
erations with each one trying to 
seduce the women in the house 
before the other. 

The women who come to live 
in the house include a pachinko 
addict, from one of Philip's 
pachinko parlors, an amputee, a 
women with a pet pig, and a,nun. 
The outlandish group are put in 
situations that are touching, yet 
absurd, making them the closest 
thing to humanity in the film. 

Nothing works out for the best 
but this is what makes this film 
so refreshing in a time when most 
follow the Hollywood formula of the 
happy ending with the good guys 
reigning victorious. 

Greenaway gives us a film that 
may be his best achievement yet; 
and while it may never become as 
well known as his minor break- 
through hit, The Cook, The Thief, 
His Wife and Her Lover, it is just 
as good and frighteningly more 
clever. 

8 1/2 Women will very likely 
be highly praised by critics but 
ignored by the average movie 
viewer. This is truly a shame 
because it is rare that one can see 
a beautiful art film and actually 
enjoy it.

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The Students’ Union Safewalk Service provides a safe and reliable alternative to 
walking home alone at night on and around campus. Safewalk is the students’ 
answer to the reality of our society, offering everyone the opportunity to take an 
active role in making our campus a safer place. Our service is free of charge and 
is available to any member of the university community. We exist so that 
accessibility to the University of Alberta campus and surrounding areas is never 
compromised for those who do not want to walk alone after dark. 


Safewalk is a volunteer-based service, comprised of equal numbers of male and 
female volunteers. Patrollers are recruited in September and January. Our pick 
up boundaries extends to 76 Avenue to the south, 99 Street to the east, and 
north to the South side of the River Valley. We will drop you off anywhere 
between 91 Street and 72 Avenue. We will also ride the LRT as far as Clareview 
station and see you to your nearby destination. 


To use Safewalk, just call 4-WALK-ME (492-5563) and give the dispatcher your 
name, location, destination, and the time you would like to be met. Our 
dispatchers will send a co-ed team to meet you and walk you anywhere within 
our extensive boundaries.
